Warrant  for  Town  Meeting 

L.  S.        THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Canaan,  County  of 
Grafton  in  said  State,  quahtied  to  vote  in  town  afifairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house 
in  said  town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote 
a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  a  Town 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Overseer  of  Poor,  one  Library 
Trustee  for  three  years,  three  highway  agents,  two  audi- 
ters.  Chief  of  Police,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  weigh- 
er of  hay  and  straw,  cemetery  agents,  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  town  may  judge  necessary  to  be  chosen. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  compensation  will  be  paid 
town  officers  and  what  limitation  of  time  the  Tax  Col- 
lector may  have  to  settle  with  said  town. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  Town's 
expenses  including  all  departments. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  or  Town  Agent  to  administer  or  dispose  of 
any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  6.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  voters :  To 
see  if  the  town  will  give  the  Selectmen  power  to  zone 
the  village  of  Canaan  against  the  installation  of  any 
more  gas  pumps,  service  stations,  or  garages  therein. 

Article  7 .  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  voters :  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  regular  street 
lighting  service  by  adding  one  light  between  the  resi- 
dence of  Frank  McCuUough  and   Lester  Stevens.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-five  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  oiling  School 
Street  in  Canaan  Village. 

Article  9.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  voters :  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Charles  E.  De- 
cato  the  tract  of  land  known  as  the  Catholic  cemetery 
in  said  Canaan  and  maintain  the  same  as  a  town  ceme- 
tery with  the  rights  to  lots  already  occupied  remaining 
with  the  present  owners.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  as  School 
Nurse  from  January  1,  1937,  to  January  1,  1938. 

Inspection  in  Canaan  showed  the  following  defects : 
288  pupils  were  examined. 
33  pupils  were  10%  underweight. 
26  pupils  showed  defective  vision,  uncorrected. 
4  pupils  showed  defective  hearing. 
4  pupils  were  in  a  nervous  condition. 
1  pupil  had  pulmonary  trouble. 
30  pupils  were  in  need  of  dental  care. 
23  pupils  had  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils. 
10  pupils  showed  defective  breathing. 
10  pupils  had  enlarged  adenoids. 
7  pupils  had  enlarged  glands. 
4  pupils  had  defective  speech. 
227  visits  were  made  in  schools. 
108  visits  were  made  in  homes. 

Three  children  from  Canaan  Center  were  taken  to 
Dr.  Dunbar's  office  in  Lebanon  for  eye  examination  and 
were  fitted  with  glasses.  Funds  were  received  from  the 
State  Welfare  Department  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor  of 
Warren,  N.  H. 

Girl  from  Canaan  Center  taken  to  Mr.  Potter's  of- 
fice in  Lebanon  to  have  glasses  changed. 
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Kye  defect  of  Canaan  Center  girl  corrected  private- 

Girl  from  Center  school  taken  to  Eye  Clinic  at  Han- 
over Hospital,  received  treatment  and  tonsils  and  ade- 
noids were  removed  in  July  upon  advice  of  doctor.  Free 
bed  was  secured. 

West  Canaan  girl  (High  School)  tonsils  were  re- 
moved during  the  February  vacation,  clinic  prices  were 
secured  at  Hanover  Hospital. 

Four  children  from  village  school  were  taken  to  Dr. 
Dunbar's  ofifice  in  Lebanon  for  eye  examination,  and 
three  were  fitted  with  glasses ;  glasses  were  not  advised 
for  one  child.  Funds  were  received  from  State  Welfare 
Department  and  local  Red  Cross.  Three  eye  defects 
were  corrected  privately  during  school  year.  High 
School  girl  and  girl  in  Mr.  Bailey's  room  had  their  glass- 
es changed. 

Boy  from  West  Canaan  taken  to  Eye  Clinic  at  Han- 
over for  eye  treatment. 

Boy  (cross  eye)  from  Story  school  taken  to  Eye 
Clinc  at  Hanover  in  July  for  examination.  Eye  glasses 
secured.  Funds  were  received  from  State  Welfare  De- 
partment. A  tonsil  clinic  was  held  at  Hanover  Hospital 
June  15,  22  and  July  27,  28.  Nine  cases  were  treated. 
Free  bed  was  secured  for  four  cases.  State  Welfare  De- 
partment paid  for  two  of  the  cases.  Children  were  trans- 
ported to  and  from  the  clinic  by  the  nurse. 

Two  children  were  transported  to  Lebanon  Under- 
weight clinic  in  January  and  May  for  re-examination. 

X-ray  order  was  received  from  New  Hampshire 
T.  B.  Association  for  a  suspicious  case. 

A  Dental  clinic  was  held  at  the  Legion  hall  in  May 
with  Dr.  E.  F.  Keane  of  Newport  as  dentist,  72  pupils 
attended,  25  received  free  care. 

Assisted  Dr.  Bogardus  with  the  examination  of  the 
Basket-ball  girls  and  boys  of  High  school. 

Class  Room  Inspection  was  held  at  frequent  inter- 
vals for  symptoms  of  Communicable  diseases. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  School  Board, 
Mr.  Freese,  Mr.  Hatch,  Dr.  Bogardus,  Mr.  Eugene  Lor- 
den.  Selectmen,  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  and  to  thank  the 
parents  and  teachers  for  their  daily  cooperation  in  mak- 
ing" possible  the  health  program.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  of  Canaan : 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

The  schools  opened  September  7,  1937,  with  one 
change  in  the  teaching  force :  Mr.  John  W.  D3.y,  a 
graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School,  class  of  1937,  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  withdrawal 
of  Miss  Chase,  who  resigned  to  be  married. 

Three  hundred  and  five  pupils  were  registered  in 
all  the  schools  in  town.  Of  these  ninety-seven  were  in 
the  high  school.  Transportation  of  all  high  school  pu- 
pils living  two  miles  or  more  from  the  school  building 
is  undoubtedly  a  factor  in  keeping  up  the  enrollment. 
The  per  cent  of  attendance  from  the  opening  of  school 
to  the  writing  of  this  report  has  been  very  good,  95.2. 

During  the  summer  one  of  our  teachers  attending 
summer  school,  Miss  Burke  of  the  West  Canaan  School, 
attended  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  brought 
back  to  her  pupils  the  experience  gained  from  six  weeks 
study  and  contact  with  others  in  the  field  of  teaching. 
The  value  of  this  exprience  cannot  be  over  emphasized. 

May  I  again  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  ne- 
cessary repairing  that  needs  to  be  done  to  keep  the  build- 
ings in  good  condition.  The  High  School  building 
needs  painting  badly.  There  will  not  be  enough  in  the 
amount  usually  raised  for  minor  repairs  and  expenses 
to  do  this  extra  work  and  for  this  reason  an  appropria- 
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tion  should  be  made  to  cover  this  one  item.  If  the 
general  policy  of  painting  a  building  each  year  could 
be  adopted  the  buildings  would  present  an  attractive 
appearance  to  the  passerby. 

The  toilets  in  the  building  at  the  Village  which 
houses  grades  one  and  two  is  giving  some  concern.  It 
might  be  well  to  make  a  study  of  this,  and  then  install 
something  that  would  be  more  sanitary  than  the  one 
now  in  use. 

School  houses  are  now  being  equipped  more  and 
more  with  screens.  This  is  a  very  fine  thing  to  do. 
For  a  considerable  period  of  time  in  the  Fall  of  the 
year  flies  are  a  nuisance  and  a  pest.  I  hope  that  some 
time  each  school  house  can  be  furnished  with  a  screen 
door,  and  two  or  three  windows  in  each  room  covered 
with  a  full  length  screen.  With  proper  care  these  can 
be  made  to  give  many  years  of  service. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  the  teachers 
are  doing.  They  realize  their  responsibility  and  are 
ever  on  the  job.  Their  task  is  a  big  one  and  they  are 
rendering  a  real  service.  Miss  Moynihan  is  busy  and 
she  is  alert  to  the  physical  needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  District  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  your  zeal 
in  keeping  the  schools  up  to  date.  Your  cooperation  is 
a  great  help  to  me  and  I  thank  you  all  for  it.
